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A FLOUR MONOPOLY IN VIEW 

A London newspaper wirelessed Pre- 
mier Bennett in mid-ocean to know if Can- 
ada would be satisfied with a wheat 
“quota” in the British market if Canadian 
and foreign flour were shut out. His reply, 
as was to be expected, was that this would 
not be satisfactory, since the quota was 
supposed to apply to wheat shipped as 
wheat or as flour. 

The point of the inquiry is that the pro- 
test of the British millers against the 
quota arrangement is evidently considered 
a serious matter. The milling interests 
hold a wide influence in the old lands, and 
if they can persuade the consumer that 
quotaed wheat would leave him at the 
merey of Canadian and other oversea 
growers the Government’s plan will be unl- 
versally unpopular, if not impracticable. 

What the millers really want, of 
course, is a monopoly in supplying the Bri- 
tish consumer with flour. They would pre- 
fer to be able to buy wheat where they 
please. But they mizht be bought off if 
assured that they would be given the flour 
monopoly as the price of their acceptance 
of the wheat quota. A compromise propo- 
sal of that kind is apparently in the air in 
London. 


AN ACCOMPLISHED FACT 


The Manchurian dispute seems to have 
been settled, all but the formal recognition 
that it has been settled. The Japs are in 
Manchuria, and mean to stay there; and 
an international commission is to proceed 
to the Far East under the auspices of the 
League of Nations and investigate ‘‘all” 
the causes of disagreement between Japan 
and China. 

The important part of the arrangement 
is the first. With the dropping of the de- 
mand that the Japanese troops be with- 
drawn, the League accepts the situation 
as it stands, to which it had no alterna- 
tive, What the commission may find or 
say will be interesting, but not effective. 
If the commission should say the Japanese 
must get out of Manchuria they will not 
get out, and the League will not undertake 
to put them out, é 

‘About the most that can be hoped is 
that the commission may illuminate the 
whole situation in a way to ease the stand- 
ing friction between China and Japan. 
Whether any decision it may reach regard- 
ing Manchuria will be accepted by the 
Japanese or enforced by the League will 
depend upon the nature of the decision. If 
the commission says the Japanese may 
stay, they will stay. If it says they should 
depart, they will still stay. 

THE A. P. P. 

The record of the Alberta Provincial 
Police since its formation some fifteen 
years ugo is the measure of the ability and 
fidelity with which the force has been di- 
rected by Commissioner Bryan, who is 
now relinquishing the post under orders 
from his physician. The man who ca rried 
the responsibility for the organization and 
direction of the force is the man to whom 
must go the credit for the splendid service 
it has rendered and the enviable reputa- 
tion it has built up. The tributes paid to 
the work of the retiring commissioner by 
Premier Brownlee and Attorney General 
Lymburn will be warmly approved by the 
public generally, and with emphasis by 
those who understand something of the 
difficulties which have had to be encoun- 
tered and the way in which these have 
been met. 

Fortunately there is no reason to ap- 
prehend any “let down” in the efficiency of 
the force through the change in its con- 
trolling head. Inspector Hancock learned 
his trade in the “Mounties,” quitting that 
famous body to go oversea, and joined the 
A. P. P. immediately on his return. For 
nearly four years he has been in charge of 
“A” division, at Edmonton, and is thus fa- 
miliar with the organization, the work and 
the conditions, as these are to be seen from 
headquarters. That the force will con- 
tinue under his command to be the effec- 
tive instrument for the enforcement of law 
and the protection of life and property that 
it has been, is assured 


ROUND-ABOUT IMPORTING 
Hon. H. H. Stevens has unearthed an- 
other way in which Canadians are more 
dependant upon their neighbors than is 
wofitable. Every year, he says, Canada 
imports millions of dollars worth of rub- 


.

ber from the East Indies, more millions’ 
worth of hides from the Argentine, wool 
from New Zealand, coffee from Brazil and 
silk from Japan; buying these goods from 
the United States instead of from the 
countries in which they are produced. 

Of course somebody in the United 
States makes a profit on the turn-over, 
which a Canadian importer might make. 
The wages and other expenses incidental 
to the re-handling have to be paid by Can- 
adian consumers, and go to the benefit of 
United States industry. The products are 
brought over-sea in United States ships, to 
United States ports, whence they are car- 
ried over United States railways to whole- 
sale centres and again to the Canadian bor- 
der; contributing wages and _ capital 
charges at every stage which might go to 
Canadian sailors, ship-owners, railwaymen 
and railway owners. And Canada gets no 
credit for the purchases in the countries 
in which the goods originate; a serious 
handicap when the Dominion seeks to sell 
Canadian products in those countries. 

The present should be a good time to 
launch whatever plans the Minister may 
have in mind to short-cut this round-about 
and expensive way of doing our importing’ 
and to substitute direct importing to Can- 
ada from the countries where these things 
are produced. The heavy toll which the 
United States banks exact when Canadian 
money is sent there in payment for goods 
should in itself be a powerful inducement 
to Canadians to form importing companies 
and bring in supplies from all other coun- 
tries direct. 


Sir George Paish predicts that the 
world’s economic system will crash in a 
couple of months, whatever he may mean 
by that. Perhaps the catastrophe will 
come, but again perhaps it will not. At 
least the prediction, coming from such a 
source, will not help to prevent it coming. 

Still, there is ground for hope. Thirty 
years ago Sir William Crookes told us 
that in thirty years the world would be 
facing famine because of a shortage of 
wheat. Millions of farmers, grain dealers, 
and sad-faced speculators can testify that 
that condition has not come about. Per- 
haps, as Sir William was mistaken, Sir 
George may be mistaken too.
